How He Lives and Works at Augusta

—Reminiscences of a Busy Life,
Col, Currin Philsde’phila 'roms,

From the railrond stacion down near
the river to the place on the hill; is
something more than a mile, I found
my way to the pleasant sapot this even.
ing, and wan cordially received hy its
proprietor, There isn nothing showy
inside the house more than on the
outside, Everything is arranged for
comfort rather than display. Parlor,
deawing, library, are all fitted and
filled as unpretentiously as though
the man who owned them was th
village lawyer, or perchance preacher
The tewnfolk tell me that it was built
many years ago, boefore the landlord
was the great man he now is, and tha
he loves to keep it and its surround
ings as they wore when he made it his
home all the year round.

Mr, Blaine had just come in from
o drive when I called. He spends &
good part of each afternoon “on the
road” behind a span of fine horses. 1
never suw him look in better health,
and certainly he never seemed in bet-
ter spirita,

“Yen," said he cheerfully, when 1
suggested his prime condition; **I am
in excollent health; the climate of
Maine always agrees with me. I can
recuperats hore faster than any where
else in the world,” The taik then

urned upon gencral topics, and Mr,
Blaine spoke with much freedom upon

overything else except politice. He
evinced great interest in the contes
in Maine, and that he shouls

begin his work in it at Portland on
Monday night, He believes thas the
republicans will carry the atate by
fair majority. He will take no pari
in politics this year, except 1n his own
state, and has nothing but a speaking
part there; as he is not on the state
commiitee, and has no part in the
manngement ot the campaign. T had
acen Mr. Bluine many times before to-
night in the same surroundings. No,
not in the same surroundings, for
then ho was overwhelmed with the
work of a political campaign, The
little office buck of the purlor, his
private work room, was then the
scene of busy bustle, Clerks were at
work, telegraph messengera were
coming and going, men were calling
by oscores, aud with his hand
on the party helm he directed
it with matchless force, Now
there is none of this, 'I'he office is
quiot and does not wear the air of pol-
itios. Headquarters have been moved
to Portlaud, and Senator Frye has his
hand on the party plow, Blaue
seems Lo enjoy the change, strange ne
it mey soem, He speaks woll of his
young successors and believes they
will win.

No man in this country has ever be-
fore stepped from the highest place in
active politics into the walks of pri
vato life without losing his temper on
the way, Mr, Blaine evidently has not.

OMAHA'S HOLOCAUST.

The Fearful Fire of the Night of
September 5th, 1876,

The Anniversary of the Grand
Central Conflagration.

A Review of the Dreadful Occure
rences of Four Years Aro,

It was the intention of the managers
of the new Paxton hotel to have
npened the elegant building to-day for
the axcommodation of the traveling
public, that being the fourth anniver-
sary of the burning of the Grand Cen.
tral, which ocoupied the same site
upon which the Paxton is built and
was the most elegant hotel Omaha ever
had.

The opening has, however, beeu
postponed until Saturday, but it will
be intereating to our readers, and ap
propriate at this time to recall some ol
the exciting events of the dreadful
night of September 5, 1878, At a
quarter to seven o'clock on that even-
ing

A GENERAL ALARM
was sounded, which brousht out the
entire fire department, The location
of the fire waagfound to be in the
Mansard roof of the Grand Central,

eorner ol Fifteenth and  Farnam
stroets. At first only a thin eloud of
smoke wos seen issulug from one of
the windews and curling its way up-
ward in the sir, 1t was a besutiful,
clear night with eearcely a breath ot
wind and thero was not the faintest
doubt upon the part of those who soon
guthercd in great numbers at the spot
that the fire departmont would suc-
ceed in a short time in extingishing
the flames,

A to the origin of the fire, there
seema to bo little doubt but that it
came from a candle left burning by a
plimerer, who was at work in the cle-
vator shaft, and who woent to his sup
per about i in the evening. The can-
dle burned down in its socket and
then the fire being communicated to

the conflagration. The net work of
telegraph wires in front of tha burn.
ing bulding was melted or broken
by the weight of rich Brussels and
tapestry earpots, hurled from the up-
per stories, the splendid furnivars of
the building often following by the
same insecure route, Telegraph com-
munication with the cast was de-
stroyed entirely, and two morning a-
pers were both worked off at a great
disadvantage in the Republican « tiee.
